The  guardians  of  the  poor  of  l^yborn 
union,  in  North  Yorkshire,  England, 
have  received  a  check  for  $500  from  a 
gentleman  whose  name  is  not  given  in 
return  for  relief  granted  to  an  orphan 
child  between  the  years  1831  and  1881, 
being  $260  for  the  amount  expended 
and  $240  for  interest. 

According  to  official  figures,  the  an¬ 
nual  consumption  of  beer  in  this  coun¬ 
try  has  tripled  within  the  past  20  year*. 
The  present  enormous  output  of  1,000,-

Next 
ranks  the  Ofuna- Yokosuka  road,  with 
vi  average  speed  of  19  miles  18  chain* 
A  graphic  idea  of  the  immense  size 
of  Siberia  may  be  gleaned  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  comparison:  All  of  the  states, 
kingdoms,  principalities,  empires,  etc., 
of  Europe  (except  Russian)  and  all  of 
the  United  States,  including  Alaska, 
could  be  placed  side  by  side  in  Siberia, 
and  yet  but  little  more  than  cover  that 
immense  country. 

The  largest  gray  wolf  killed  by  dogs, 
so  far  as  yet  heard  from,  was  taken  at 
the  Cave  hills,  Wyoming.  The  animal 
measured  5  feet  8  inches  from  the  point 
of  his  nose  to  the  root  of  his  tail  aud 
stood  34  inches  high.  From  the  point  of 
his  nose  to  the  top  of  his  head  was  13 
inches,  and  his  bide  and  head  alone 
weighed  20  pounds. 

About  the  queerest  newspaper  is  I» 
Monaco.  It  is  issued  weekly,  is  admira¬ 
bly  printed  on  expensive  paper,  and  its 
••news”  consists  almost  exclusively  of 
figures  arranged  in  long  columns.  These 
figures  tell  in  what  compartment  of  the 
roulette  wheels  at  Monte  Carlo  and  3pa 
the  little  balls  have  come  to  rest  during 
a  week’s  ‘busiueSB.” 

There  is  in  the  strongroom*  of  one  of 
the  oldest  private  banks  in  London  a 
large  quantity  of  jewels,  plate  and  other 
▼Alnables,  which  was  deposited  for  safe 
custody  by  French  refugees  shortly  be¬ 
fore  the  outbreak  of  the  revolution. 
Several  of  the  depositors  claimed  their 
belongings  after  the  coup  d’etat,  but  the 
present  deposits  are  still  awaiting  claim¬ 
ants  and  probably  always  wilL  \

BEECHER'S  ABOLITIONISM. 

Aroused  Threat.  Against  MU  Life  aud 
Agpaiuat  Ilia  Church. 

Mrs.  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  iuagrapb* 
to,  remini«o»iif  artiglp  entitled  “When 
Mr.  Beecher  Sold  Slave*  Iu  Plymouth 
Pulpit’ ’  iu  The  Ladies’  Homo  Journal. 
tellH  of  the  peril  iu  which  the  famous 
preacher  planed  his  life  by  hi*  fearleas 
advocacy  of  Ihe  abolition  of  slavery.  “I» 
1847  Mr.  Beecher  became  the  pastor  of 
Plymouth  church,  Brooklyn,  Mid  iu  bis 
inaugural  *snuou,”  •bpBay»,  ‘  he  frank¬ 
ly  stated  the  position  that  he  intended 
to  bold  iu  opposition  to  hnmau  slavery. 
The  majority  of  the  chnroh  member* 
agreed  with  him,  but  the  majority  of 
the  people  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn 
were  Koutbcru  lyiupatbizerf .  Of  (be  re¬ 
alities  of  slavery  they  knew  uotbing. 
They  regarded  it  sentimentally  as  a  pa¬ 
triarchal  institution  that  bad  come  down 
from  Biblioal  times  aud  that  gave  the 
•outhern  people  ample  leisure  to  develop 
into  charming  ladies  and  eloqpent  poli¬ 
tician*. 

“Mr.  Beecher  camd  to  open  the  eye* 
and  arouse  tbu  conscience*  of  Uiaou  *en- 
timentulisto,  und  he  eucoantcrsd  os  bit¬ 
ter  an  opposition  a*  that  which  he  had 
faced  in  Qfnc'uuuti.  He  wa*  ebusod  a* 
a  negro  worshiper,  lie  wu*  tbraataued 
with  personal  viol^uce,  a  mob  was 
formed  iu  New  York  to  tear  down  the 
church  in  which  he  preached.  I  have 
known  him,  in  response  to  my  entreat¬ 
ies  to  bo  oareful,  to  walk  in  the  middle 
of  the  streets  of  Brooklyn,  with  hi* 
baud  on  the  revolver  iu  hi*  pocket,  )e*t 
he  should  bo  suddenly  attacked.  Letter* 
announcing  tho  dispatch  of  infernal  ma¬ 
chine*  to  our  house  wero  ofteu  received 
—in  fact,  they  averaged  one  Or  two  per 

“I  remsmber  that  one  day  auimmeum 
box  came  by  express  after  the  receipt  of 
such  n  letter.  I  waa afraid  toopeu  it  and 
equally  afraid  that  Mr.  Beecher,  who 
never  knew  fear,  would  open  it  a*  noon 
as  he  returned,  sol  *ent for  a pol icoman, 
and,  aft$r  Iwiug  thoroughly  soaked,  the 
box  was  found  to  contain  a  life  *i*e  ne¬ 
gro  dol  1.  '* _

General  Horace  Porter,  in  hi*  "Cam¬ 
paigning  with  Grant"  in  Century,  re¬ 
late*  an  anecdote  telling  bow  General 
Grant  aided  u  drover  in  turning  hi*  cat¬ 
tle.  General  Porter  add*;  He  knew,  of 
course,  that  the  man  did  not  recognize 
him.  If  lie  hud  supposed  the  man  wa*

“Giva  bim  another  60,  gem  men,  for
